After doing postgradu- 
ate work in Trf)ndon, Paris, Vienna and 
Berlin, ho returned to Canada at tho 
close of tho century and became a 
member ot the teaching staff of Mc- 
Gi::. .inil alpo of tiic i;larC ot tho Uoyal 
Victoria Hospital, iio la well known 
botii on this continent and In Europe, 
having been president ot the Amçrlc-an 
college of Physicians and ot several 
medical societies. He was.7mado a 
F.P..C.S. by tho University of Edin- 
burgh and granted the honorary de- 
gree by the University ot Pittsburgh 
and -Vcadia University. 

AUhough D.". Chipman has resigned 
from'his positioTi at this university, 
ho will remain as emeritus professor 
of obstetrics and gynaecology In rec- 
ognition ot tho honour ha has brought 
to it.

Of Tolstoi's Work 

Professor Latham Discusses Fa- 
mous Novelist 



ProîCÉEor (j. ^\■. J..aihaui, in a. re- 
view of tho life and works of J.,eon 
Ttfistol on Tuesday evening at the 
■St. James Jj'-terary Society, said that 
In hie opinion the great Ruaulan 
Avriter put his finger on much that 
wae wrong wirth modern life. 

Tolstoi was born in 1S29 and wro'.« 
hi* first book In his early livenUeu, 
when ho wa« in the Russian army. 
Service in tiit d'inif-an War con- 
vinced him of ihfi usplobSnoK.s of war, 
•nd It was at llii.-v ix.iiod tiiat lie pro- 
duced ''War and Peace", whicli the 
«pcal!«r described as ' the grcatoHt 
novel ever written, and whlçh Is Htlll 
regarded as the «tundard by which 
war novels arc judjtttl. 

Profeseor Jyatliaiii stresued the 
vfvidnean! and reality of Tolstoi's 
fiction, and h'u kconncss of Btnse 
Impression!!. His workH are dis- 
tinctive in Jiii:.x .MJ r-.o.raturo because 
ot their <:hccrfuinc»s Jtnd oiitirm 
j?hlch ."i-.-c rji'c charantcriflllca of 
lltisrary produetH or that country.

Tho most InlereRting maoiilr.o In 
liio f.i.ctory wa.i tho oni which fornri 
llio giaan case from a Rla.M tube, a 
glnsn rofl nnd two copper wires. In n, 
series ot opcr.atlons tho case Is com- 
pibted and rcftdy for tho ln.V!rtIon ot 
ths fll.amcnt. 

After Iho filament h.as been Insert- 
ed, tlio Iniib in imt over the co^o, the 
air is drawn out. .and tiie bulb i.i fill- 
ed with nitrogen and scaled. The 
socket Is then put on and the finisli- 
ed product Is tested. 
■ In tho whole preoess which iacludo-s 
approximately 30 operations only 4 
timos Is tho lamp handled, tlio work, 
whlcii formeViy required most skilled 
workmen can now ho done moro ef- 
ficiently by machine. 

Tlie guide of the company explain- 
ed tho various steps of the processes 
as the students were conducted 
through the plant. IIo took special 
care to explain tlte more intricate 
steps fully so as to bo understood by 
all the students.

Most student? arc not unhappy and therefore cannot be 
gentlemen in the true .'lense of the word. Personally we are 
inclined to believe that they thank God they are,Tiot. 



EVALUATION ,
